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AN EASTER MESSAGE — GOD CANNOT BE BEATEN

That is fairly obvious to any Christian, indeed to any kind of a believer in God. If our busy friend, 
Mr. Gallup, put the question to a cross-section of members of Churches, ‘‘Do you believe that God cannot 
be beaten?’’ no doubt he would get about 100 per cent affirmative answers. But I wonder how far that affirm- 
ative answer would represent a real and vital conviction, something which grips one and dominates one’s 
whole view of life. It seems to me that a good many Christians are rather doleful about the world. They 
share the all-too-common view that pretty much everything is going to the dogs. They have a faint hope that 
democracy may survive because the democracies have more money than the dictators; but their thought of 
the Christian Church and the Christian faith is of a great number of people who once formed a victorious 
army, now fighting back to the wall a nearly hopeless fight against the paganism of good people and the rank 
and frank contempt of the vast hosts represented by Stalin and Hitler and their satellites in the freer coun- 
tries of the world. They talk of ‘‘the Church’’ defending itself, of religion losing ground, of empty Churches 
and the secularization of life. They are doleful about the world and doleful about their own parish and diocese 
and home community. 

All of that means, if my picture of their attitude is at all accurate, that down in the depths of their 
hearts, gripping them, controlling their lives, there is no real faith that ‘‘God cannot be beaten.’’ As an 
academic proposition, it is true. As a conviction for life—well, the world is pretty bad and how can one be 
anything but pessimistic? 

It is for such faint hearts and indeed for all of us, since not one in these trying days can escape the 
impact of this unbelieving world that Easter comes with its tonic message, its cry of triumph, its witness to 
the unfailing purpose of God. It reveals to us that God wrests victory out of defeat, that he turns defeat into 
victory. Certainly there could be nothing more disheartening than what went on during that ‘‘ Last week of 
our Lord’s Life’’ (that first Holy Week). It was an obvious defeat. The glad hopes of Palm Sunday were 
soon blasted. The mob was fickle, then as now. The ruling classes, long alarmed, had made up their minds 
that this business of an upstart from Galilee must be stopped. And it was stopped. He died on the Cross. 
It was a happy day for the chief priests and their friends; it was an irritating and anxious day for Pilate 
and the Roman officers; it was a tragic day for Peter and James and John and Mary. Their little world which 
gave such promise of greatness had fallen to ruins; their dreams were only dreams; their ‘‘ hopes were dupes.’’ 

But there was something more with which to reckon. Down in their hearts lived a profound faith that 
somehow Jesus did come from God. It was inarticulate. It was uncertain where to look; but it was there 
and on the first Easter morning it opened their eyes to the living Christ. There He is. He speaks to them. 
He assures them. ‘‘ He is risen; He is risen,’’ becomes their glad cry. 

And all that pent-up and uncertain faith bursts out and takes possession of their lives and they start 
forth to conquer the world. 

This is a perfectly familiar story. We have all heard it again and again. It says to us that God wins; 
that out of defeat He somehow gets victory. The Kingdom for which He works is a perfectly real tangible 
kind of Kingdom, but it is built on justice and freedom and love. Justice may be crushed for the moment. 
Freedom may be crushed for the moment. Love may be crushed for the moment. But God moves steadily 
forward in His purpose. Justice and freedom and love are not abstract things. They are ways in which men 
act. They are attitudes, qualities, characters of life. Glimpses of them are everywhere. In the Lord Christ 
they are incarnate and complete. He lives. He leads. Out of defeat He snatches victory. Through death 
He lives. 

It is a sad and tragic world on which we look. But to the eyes of a conquering faith it is a world domi- 
nated by the purpose of God—a world in which Christ leads us to victory because Christ is God’s purpose for 
the world and God cannot be beaten.

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The Bishop Coadjutor’s Page 
Redeeming Family Life 


The family is the molecule of all social fellowships. The 
religion of Jesus is built around the concept of the family 
and universalizes its relationships. God is a father; man 
is a child, and all of the associations of life that make for 
co-operation: happiness, service, peace, are those which 
spring from the intimacy of home ties. One’s conduct in 
the expanding cireles of his social contacts will reflect very 
largely what he has learned and how he has acted in this 
primary group. Experience assures us that the factor which 
most seeurely stabilizes the home is a true interpretation, 
understanding and functioning acceptance of the Christian 
religion and that the Church must provide the spiritual 
motivation upon which secure foundations of an integrated 
family life can alone be built. 


A elear recognition of the problem is the first step toward 
its solution. Keeping the family Christian—and it means 
no less—is a long educational process, but a beginning can 
be made when parents are impressed with the utility and 
the necessity of a return to religion as the ultimate source 
of the spiritual life and the most effective and dynamic 
force to bind and hold together the members of the family 
group against the pressure of individualism and selfishness 
so dominant in this present age. In many of the homes of 
our favored classes, religion is a negligible thing. There is 
no opposition, just a more or less complete lack of interest. 
The great majority of our parents have a real concern for 
the well being of their children and for the peace and secu- 
rity of their homes, but some do not specifically see where 
religion enters to help the one or enforce the other. Yet 
we are still pre-eminently utilitarian. If the psychologist 
ealls the parents into conference about Willie’s lack of 
social adjustment, or Mary’s inferiority complex, parents 
listen with sympathy, if not with reverence, and are quite 
prepared to change conditions at home to correct these 
maladjustments. Religion is identified with the Church, 
and often the Chureh of a childhood memory, with its stuf- 
finess and unreality. Or religion is identified with imtel- 
leetual acceptance of ecclesiastical formulae no longer 
tenable after the ventilation of mind which college be- 
stowed ; or a host of things that mean conventionality and 
futility. Sometimes there is a wistfulness to recreate for 
ehildren something that inhered in the old home. 


Another factor helps to create the psychological back- 
ground to which I have referred. We have subscribed to 
the curious idea here in America that one can be educated 
without being religious. Certainly there is little in our 
formal pronouncements to suggest that ‘‘the soul of edu- 
eation is the education of the soul.’’ The very fact that the 
Publie School, and often the Private School as well, with 
their extended curricula omit the teaching of religion, sug- 
gests to the growing child that religion must be a sort of 
elective, or that it belongs to a particular group, or that it 
is something in which one is interested after he reaches 
maturity, or worst of all, that it is apparently a negligible 
factor in the total scheme of things. It ought to be easier 
in days of moral confusion and declension to convince the 
modern parent, if he is no longer aware of it, that the home 
needs the undergirding of those ethical incentives, altruistic 
attitudes, and magnanimous actions which have been tradi- 
tionally associated with loyalty to Jesus Christ. If we can 
convince parents that real and vital religion confers upon 
children moral immunity to a marked degree, we shall at 
least have made a start. 


The second problem, I take it, is to persuade parents not 
to surrender their unique and primary responsibility for 
the moral and spiritual welfare of their children ; that this 
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eannot be delegated safely or in any large measure to other 
individuals or agencies. Psychologists tell us that the dawn- 
ing years of a child’s life are the most strategie for moral 
development, and that children probably receive a ‘‘funda- 
mental set”” of character and personality before they can 
talk plainly and obviously before the Chureh or the School 
gets hold of them. The child lives in the home im his most 
impressionable years and is being educated by contact and 
association, by ‘‘influences all the more vital beeause for 
the most part they are indirect and unnoticed.”’ If, as 
Dean Inge has said, ‘“‘Religion cannot be taught, it has 
to be caught ;’” the home is the place to “‘catch”’ it. Parents 
simply must not abdicate in favor of even the most inter- 
ested and the most earnest agencies, with the comforting 
assurance recorded in the whimsical epigram, “‘When my 
father and my mother forsake me, the Boy Scouts will 
take me up.’”’ Neither the Chureh nor the Church School 
ean assume parental responsibility; nor for that matter 
ean the heavily burdened, albeit highly socialized, publie or 
private school. We may well recognize the fact that no de- 
velopment in technique, no extension of curricula, no en- 
listment of the most adequately trained teachers can take 
over the primary responsiblity which inheres in the home. 
““ After all,’’ says Dr. Fosdick, ‘‘it is the life that the eld 
eatches at home that goes deepest and lasts longest.’’ Or 
similarly, Dr. Lyttleton of Eton, remarks: “‘The child 
grows to be that which his view of life tells him to be and 
he must form that view on his parents’ sayings and do- 
ings.” 

Every home may be characterized by what we eall for 
lack of a better term, ‘‘its atmosphere.”’ In these days 
when the recoil from a mechanistic view of life is exalting 
the imponderables and the impalpables, it ought not to be 
a hopeless task to persuade parents of the value of the en- 
vironmental impact of a spiritual atmosphere and climate 
in the home. Children become religious by seeing religion 
lived before them. They absorb what become their basic 
attitudes toward life from the spiritual and moral atmos- 
phere that they breathe in the home. They will invariably 
test precept with practice and discern quite promptly con- 
flicts which parents are confident had escaped their ob 
servation. And similarly, with intense loyalty to father and 
mother, they will imitate more wholesome and generous 
attitudes. 


We must revise our manner of living at least to the 
point where the home becomes more than a sleeping place 
and an ‘‘irregular cafeteria.’’ Apartment house life is cer- 
tainly not conducive to home centered interests, to the en- 
tertainment of the companions of the children and to those 
other centripetal concerns which gave to the home of the 
past a great deal of its charm and of its strength. The 
home must become more and more child-centered. Not that 
one would exchange the autocracy of the past for the sort 
of anarchy that sometimes obtains in the present, but that 
the ultimate interests of the child shall become the main 
concern of the family. We are living in an age of adult 
self-indulgence, in which parents give their children things, 
but they seldom give themselves. The family unit can be 
an atom of democracy in the truest sense of the word, 
with frankness, mutual forbearance, and good-will, the 
notes of the corporate life. If the sanctity of personality 
is the center of the ethic of Jesus, the home is the place 
to learn and to practice the implications of that doctrine. 
Religion, we need to be reminded, is a way of life and where 
there is regard for the rights of personality, children can 
be trained for the independence which the modern age has 
conferred upon them. In an integrated home, responsibility 
ean be shared with children and in the family council cor- 
porate interests can be reviewed and plans affecting the 
whole group made and carried into action.

Prominent Organist Dies 


Mr. P. Shaul Hallett, organist for 35 years at All Saints’ 
Chureh in Pasadena, father of Mrs. Randolph C. Miller, 
died on March 6th. Mr. Hallett was appointed organist of 
St. Barnabas Bexhill-on-Sea in 1891. In 1907 he came to 
Pasadena, where he was renowned as an organist, choir 
director and teacher. He was a member of the committee 
on church musi¢ in the Diocese of Los Angeles, and had 
prepared a great choir festival for March 19th. This ser- 
vice is now to be dedicated to him as a memorial. Mr. Hal- 
lett is survived by his wife and five children, including the 
Rev. Harold Hallett of Christ Church, Quincy, Mass.

The meeting of the Synod of the Province of the Pacific 
is to be held in Trinity Church, San Jose, on May 3rd 
and 4th, preceded by a Religious Education Day, Tuesday, 
May 2nd, at which time Bishop Stevens will conduct an 
all-day conference. 

The opening service of the Synod will be a Corporate 
Communion at 7:30 on Wednesday morning, May 3rd, fol- 
lowed by a service at 10:30 at which Bishop Bartlett of 
Idaho will be the preacher. Bishop Bartlett, until recently 
Secretary of Domestic Missions, speaks on the Church’s 
Program with authority and understanding. The services 
will be held in the Chureh; all other sessions of the Synod, 
as well as registrations, will be at the Civie Auditorium. 
Following the business sessions on Wednesday afternoon 
the Synod will be entertained at a Garden Party. 

The Mass Meeting on Wednesday evening will feature 
the Forward Movement Program. There are to be two out- 
standing speakers on this evening, Bishop Block, Bishop 
Coadjutor of California, and Bishop Dagwell of Oregon. 

Among the guests of the Synod will be Bishop and Mrs. 
Beal. Bishop Beal, who will be remembered as the former 
Dean of the Cathedral at Los Angeles, is Bishop of the 
Panama Canal Zone. 

The Synod will close on Thursday evening with a din- 
ner, when Bishop Parsons of California and Mrs. Van 
Schaick will be among the speakers. Bishop Moulton, Presi- 
dent of the Provinee, will preside. 

An unusually large Synod is anticipated this year, not 
only due to the excellent program but to the fact that San 
Jose is but fifty miles from Treasure Island, and the dele- 
gates may find it convenient to plan a trip to the Fair be- 
fore or after the Synod.

We have too long thought of the Church as a moral am- 
bulance and of religion as a refuge in some quiet land- 
locked harbor after buffetings on the sea of life, but re- 
ligion is a persistent adventure and the modern emphasis 
suggests its immunizing potentialities. In days when medi- 
cine is stressing its preventive character, religion should 
do no less. It is possible for a child to receive in the home 
what amounts to a psychological fixation which makes him 
relatively incapable of certain sorts of sins in later life. 
The Church must give to her people a new experience of 
religion; something which is vital and glowing, that car- 
ries with it the power of a great dynamic, a new dedica- 
tion to truth, beauty, and goodness, as we see them in the 
life and teaching of Jesus, the Portrait of the Invisible 
God. We must somehow bring parents into an intimate re- 
lationship with God, a God who is big enough for the stellar 
universe which science has revealed to us and loving enough 
to be concerned about the humblest and most insignificant 
of mortal men. Religion which is only a tradition, or which 
phrases itself in thought forms that are archaic and obso- 
lescent and runs counter to our present-day knowledge and 
intelligence cannot provide moral mandates which will 
achieve the abundant life. How strange it is that intelli- 
gent men and women who have won distinction in busi- 
ness and the professions continue to think religiously as 
their parents and grand-parents did years ago. 

Then, too, there has been a conspiracy of silence in pro- 
fessedly Christian homes about God, about the Lord Jesus, 
and those more intimate facets of the Faith which, in the 
old home, were discussed with freedom. I hold no brief for 
the past, for its theology, its authoritarianism, its unction, 
or its cant, but I am confident that if parents were less 
self-conscious in matters of religion and sex, many chil- 
dren would be saved moral shipwreck. Customs like saying 
Grace at table, and the use of Family Prayer, help to over- 
come this tragic omission. Some one has truly said that 
we need to re-establish the ‘‘home base’’ of religion. The 
excuse of lack of time is entirely specious. We Americans 
are apt to find time for anything that we greatly desire 
to do. If we were impressed with the particular value, nay 
more, with the necessity of Family Worship, time would 
be found for it even in our over-burdened schedule. The 
great feast days of the Church and the secular holy days 
offer some opportunity for the family to obtain training 
in the devotional life. We must redeem the holidays until 
they again become Holy Days, literally erecting a Family 
Altar around which the ancient hymns of the Church can 
be sung and the family, with attuned hearts, offer to God 
their prayers of praise and gratitude. 

The crass ignorance of students in secondary schools and 
colleges with regard to the Text of the Bible has been given 
wide publicity and has been a source of abundant humor, 
but the tragedy of the situation is far more impressive. 
No literature can possibly take the place of the Holy 
Scriptures. From them one learns most easily and most 
clearly the meaning and significance of life and the Bible 
Text establishes an ultimate standard of culture. It is a 
grave deprivation for parents to fail to read children Bible 
stories, even in their immature vears, and to familiarize 
them with language that will grow luminous in meaning as 
experience reinforces the ministry of memory. If young 
fathers, as well as mothers, will at bedtime kneel in prayer 
with their children, the reality of this center of the Chris- 
tian life can be vividly demonstrated. We need to re-estab- 
lish the family pew and to seek for what will suggest and 
achieve homogeneity and unity. Parent-Teacher meetings 
of the Church School and co-operation with character 
building organizations to which the children belong, can 
accomplish much to aid parents in the Christian upbring- 


ing of their children. We need classes to educate young 
parents and young men and women of later adolescent 
years for the responsibility of Christian parenthood, giv- 
ing them not only a technique of Christian living, but im- 
pressing upon them the tremendous power of personal ex- 
ample as an educative factor in the lives of their children. 
Personal example and comradeship, upon these a secure 
home is built, but they must both be motivated by true 
religion, the sort of faith that Jesus taught and lived: 
reverence for personality, respect for the rights of others, 
sympathy and solicitude, considerateness, unselfishness, 
magnanimity.

Like Milton’s Paradise, which was in reality never lost, 
but was there all the time and subsequently regained, the 
craft of stained glass has long been erroneously called lost. 
It, too, has been here all the time, but 
never practiced in the full inspiration 
of its 12th and 13th century glory until 
*‘regained’’ by craftsmen of the 20th 
eentury. Today’s American stained glass 
eraftsmen have redeemed the craft from 
the bad manners in glass of the four 
or five centuries just preceding, have 
studiously mastered the medieval tech- 
niques of the old guilds, and have prog- 
ressed into the full expression of to- 
day’s living in their design and subject 
matter. 


The ‘‘Golden Rule Window’’ lives in 
the vestibule to the sanctuary of the 
Temple of Religion and Tower of Peace. 
It embodies the timeless truth presented 
in some form by every major religion 
of the world, and best known by its 
presentation by Christ Jesus.
